Jordan. There was no confirma- 
tion or comment from Israel. 


Reports to Amman from the 


Israeli-occupied west bank of 
the Jordan River and a report 
in the Lebanese newspaper Al 
Nahar said all Israeli armed 
forces have been alerted, re- 
serves have been told to join 
their units, and the assembling 
of Israeli troops can be seen all 
along the hills overlooking the 
Jordan Vally. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 


Eban at a news conference 
Wednesday intimated his gov- 
ernment might negotiate sep- 
arately with the Palestine Arab 
community if attempts to reach 
a permanent peace settlement 
with the Arab states fails. He 
described Israeli contacts with 
the Arab community in the oc- 
cupied areas as "admirable." 


Al Nahar, however, reported 


that Israeli helicopters hovered 
over the town of Salt, on the 
east bank of the Jordan, and 
dropped leaflets Wednesday aft- 
ernoon warning of an impending 
strike. 


Inhabitants of Salt, according 


to the newspaper, were told to 
"stay in your houses and re- 
main quiet if the Israeli defense 
forces should appear to cleanse 
the area of saboteurs." 


Salt is approximately 12 miles 


east of the Jordan River cease- 
fire line and 40 miles south of 
the town of Irbed, which was 
heavily damaged in an Israeli 
strike June 4. 


In its dispatch from Amman, 


the newspaper said Jordanian 
authorities imposed a brief cur- 
few in Salt to collect the leaf- 
lets, then assured the townspeo- 
ple the army would defend their 
homes 


The dispatch said about 40,000 


Israeli troops were concentrated 
on the west bank of the river. 


In Tel Aviv, the Israeli army 


said four Israeli civilians were 
wounded in a brief night Jorda- 
nian mortar attack on the settle- 
ment of Gesher, south of the Sea 
of Galilee.

Almost everyone at the U.N. 


General 
Assembly 
acknowl- 


edged that any agreement by 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union on a disarmament treaty 
was significant at a time when 
the international 
atmosphere 


was poisoned by the Vietnam 
war. Generally, however, the 
U.N. diplomats are not so sure 
about the value of the treaty as 
a barrier to the spread of mi 
clear weapons to countries that 
don't have them. 


There are two obvious weak- 


nesses to the treaty: Two of the 
"ive nuclear 
powers—'France 


and Red China—won't adhere to 
it; and perhaps as many as 10 
near-nuclear countries also will 
refuse to sign. 


South Africa, for example, is 


not expected to sign' the pact, 
and several black African coun- 
tries fear that the white regime 
n South Africa may become a 
nuclear power and dominate all 
of Africa. India fears Peking's 
nuclear power despite a general 
pledge of protection from the 
Jnited States, the Soviet Union 
and Britain. 


Happy Note 


One cheering note in the dis- 


cussions Tvas the insistence of 
all near-nuclear countries that 
they have no intention of acquir- 
ing such weapons. 


Several countries have strong- 


ly objected to the absence of 
any restrictions on the produc- 
tion of nuclear weapons by the 
five nuclear powers. 


Sponsors of the treaty have 


compared it to earlier agree-

The U. S. Court action asks 


that state agencies be restrained 
from further enforcement of 
game and fish laws against tribe 
members.

Your Money's Worth 
Delay in Tax Boosts 
Termed 'Disgraceful' 


BY SYLVIA PORTER 


Now that the income surta? 


finally is becoming law, the day 
for judgment has come. 


(1) This has been among the 


most disgraceful fiscal perform 
ances in modern U.S. economic 
history, with the White House 
and C o n g r e s s sharing the 
blame. 


(2) The timing of the tax 


Increases, a full 1lk years after 
they should have been voted, an 


Porter 


astounding 1% years after Pres- 
I d e n t J o h n s o n 
actually 


requested them and a shocking 
10 months after the President 
began to fight for them—has 
seriously undermined the value 
of the "New Economics." If it 
takes this long to put on 
restraints when they have been 
so obviously called for, the 
theory can't work. Excellent as 
the theory is on paper, human 
failure destroys it in practice. 


(3) By delaying the tax boosts 


so long, you and I are ending up 
with a mightmare combination 
of conditions. We have the price- 
wage spiral which a timely tax 
surcharge was supposed to pre- 
vent. We have the brutal credit 
squeeze which properly timed 
tax hikes were supposed to 
make unnecessary. We have the 
dangerous deficits in our do- 
mestic budget and balance of 
payments which tax incraeses 
were supposed to moderate. 


Economic Letdown 


We have the clear threat of a 


late 1968-early 1969 economic 
letdown brought 
about by a 


credit squeeze which might nev- 
er have developed had taxes 
been increased in time. 


And now on top of all this, we 


get the tax increases, at last! 


If this is "fine tuning" the 


economy via the New Economi- 
cs, even a convinced supporter 
of the theory may be under- 
standably disillusioned and dis- 
heartened. 


The New Economics, I submit 


as I have submitted all along, 
makes basic sense, is simple 
and in theory superbly work- 
able. In essence, it holds: 


When the economy is sluggish, 


unemployment is rising and 
profits are slipping. Fiscal-mone- 
tary policies should be geared 
toward stimulating a c t i v i t y . 
Specifically, 
income 
taxes 


should be cut; investment in- 
centives should be encouraged; 
Federal Government spending 
should 
be 
expanded; credit 


should be made inexpensive and 
readily available, and a major 
budget deficit should be accept- 
ed. 


When the economy responds 


and perks up, fiscal-monetary 
policies should be moderated to 
maintain a balanced growth. 


Pace of Growth 


When the 
pace of growth 


becomes too rapid and inflation- 
a r y , fiscal-monetary policies 
should be geared toward re- 
straining activity. Specifically, 
income taxes should be raised; 
at most investment incentives 
should be kent where they are; 
Federal 
spending should be 


curbed; credit should be made 
more expensive and less avail- 
able; a balanced budget should 
be a goal. 


This is a rational economic 


policy. Fundamentally, all it 
says is that we should try to use 
our heads to control our econ- 
omic destiny. 


The New Economics worked 


magnificently when the aim was 
stimulation. In fact, with the 


income tax cuts of 1964, we 
came close to eliminating the 
gap between our performance 
and potential. But the Vietnam 
war escalation starting in mid- 
1965 pushed our economy from 
balanced to unbalanced prosper- 
ity, gave us the added problems 
of a price-wage inflation, dan- 
gerous domestic and balance of 
payments deficits, soaring in- 
terest rates, skilled labor short- 
ages. 


As far back as early 1966, a 


tax increase and curbs on non- 
war spending were called for. 
But it was an election year and 
President J o h n s o n hesitated. 
This gave the wage-price spiral 
a headstart while the Federal 
Reserve tried to combat it via 
;ight money. 


In 
January, 1967, Johnson 


finally did request a surtax. But 
now Congress responded with 
contemptuous indifference. In- 
lation got a firmer hold while 
he credit squeeze was compe!- 
ing a slowdown. 


Buckpassing Game 


In August, 1967, Johnson be- 


came fully aware of how serious 
,he situation was and he began 
;o fight hard. But this time 
Congress countered with de- 
mands for spending cuts first 
and the buckpassing game got 
worse 
and worse 
until

'Put Pressure on 
Drunken Drivers'

LAKE DELTON - Gov. War- 


ren P. Knowles asked state 
lawmen meeting here Wednes- 
day to help in fully implement 
ing breathalyzer testing as £ 
weapon in the fight against the 
drunk driver. 


And, although members of the 


Wisconsin Sheriffs and Deputy 
Sheriffs Association h e e d e e 
Knowles' plea, they said at 
later business meeting that dis- 
trict attorneys and the courts 
are making their battle harder 
to fight. 


"You 
are all aware of my 


deep concern and rising impa- 
tience with the increasing high- 
way death toll," Knowles said. 
"And 
when you consider that 


the drinking driver accounted 
for over 70 per cent of all 
accident fatalities in Wisconsin 
during the first three months of 
1968, 
you must share my con- 


cern and conviction that we 
must act now," Knowles ex- 
plained. 


Plea For Help 


He continued, "I can't be 


more emphatic in my plea for 
you to become active in the 
state's attempt to fully imple- 
ment breathalyzer testing. Only 
if we demonstrate solidly and 
relentlessly that the drunken 
driver will be tolerated no more 
than the burglar or the murder- 
er, will we ever hope to reduce 
the tragic annual toll of victims 
on our Wisconsin roadways." 


Knowles, who recently order- 


ed the state patrol to fully 
utilize its breathalyzers, called 
the chemical testing device an 
effective tool for the policeman 
in corroborating his other evi- 
dence in drunk driving trials. 


After Knowles' talk, sheriffs 


and deputies strongly criticized 
district attorneys in particular 
and judges for what they said 
was a major rise in dismissals 
and reductions of charges in 
drunk driving cases. 


Often the dismissals and re- 


ductions are completed and the 
arresting officers aren't even 
informed, officials complained. 


Wants Opportunity 


Knowles, during his talk Wed- 


nesday, urged lawmen to return 
to their district attorneys with 
"the message" concerning in- 
creased use of the breathalyz- 
ers. "If your district attorneys 
are reluctant to use this method 
of testing," Knowles said, "I'd 
like to have an opportunity to 
visit them to show them how 
effective the instrument can be 
in eliminating one of the great- 
est menaces on the highway." 


Knowles said he was "frus- 


trated" over unsuccessful at- 
tempts at getting an implied 
consent law and a uniform 
drinking age in the state. 


The Governor cited figures 


which he said indicated 
"a 


fantastic increase" in crime on 
the national level, and he called 
for "... a revival of common 
sense and decency; a rejection 
of the permissiveness which 
pervades too many homes and 
too many schools." 


"What we need more of... is 


a new movement -.. a citizen 
movement to renew respect for 
law and for (policemen )" 


Renew Respect 


He added, "Any meaningful 


effort to renew respect for law 
... must come from the citi- 
zens themselves; from citizens 
who, for too long, have been a 
silent majority, willing to de- 
plore crime but unwilling to 
render more than lip service to 
its prevention." 


Knowles called for "a com- 


mitment to action" from par- 
ents, schools, churches, courts, 
attorneys, and public officials. 


In addition to citizen action, 


there is a need, Knowles said, 
for more policemen, better po- 
lice pay, and improvement of 
enforcement technology and 
procedures. He talked of the 
need for a police training aca- 
demy, which he said he will 
push for. 


Knowles said that crimes of 


violence, on the national level, 
have increased 72 per cent and 
crimes against property 90 per 
cent since 1960, and noted that 
"for every American who enters 
military service, 10 more enter 
jails and prisons."

Edwin Wilkie, the new administrator, in 
maintaining the high standards of judicial 
performance to which we have been 
accustomed. We have also created a state 
judicial council, including members of the 
bench and bar, teachers of law and others, 
to make continuing studies of the perform- 
ance of our court system and the adequacy 
of our judicial manpower, for the guidance 
of the legislature.

be excused from jury duty by tolerant or 
friendly magistrates. 
If the trend con- 


tinues, said a spokesman for the New York 
State Judicial Conference, "the cross-sec- 
tional character of our juries will be in 
serious danger." The magazine appropri- 
ately quoted one experienced lawyer as 
complaining that a person is not being tried 
by a jury of his peers when that jury is 
largely composed of "retired seamstresses 
and postal clerks." 


Practices differ according to states, and 


even within a state such as Wisconsin. But 
we have had enough evidence, in the form 
of public statements 
from trial court 


judges here, to suggest strongly that the 
Judicial Council should consider the prob- 
lem of fair jury panels in Wisconsin.

That is why Rich- 
ard Nixon can probably not be 
denied either the Republican 
nomination or the election next 
fall. 


In these circumstances, it is 


not the office of the Kennedy 
remnant to try to force events 
at the national level. Better by 
far to accept the system and 
the rnood of the country. If the 
country wants Richard Nixon, 
as all the evidence indicates, 
then so be it. Maybe the 
country is right. 


And if the country is wrong, 


then the sensible thing now is 
to help the men who can foster 
change when the parties be- 
come unclogged at the top. 
For the Kennedy remnant, the 
right course is to work on the

Strictly Personal 
Pollution Can't be 
Cleaned Out of Air

Some months ago, while 


doing research on the general 
subject of pollution, I learned 
how dumb I had been all my 
life about something as com- 
mon 
and 
familiar — and 


essential — as air. 


In my ignorance, I had 


always thought that "fresh 
air" was infinitely available to 
us. I had imagined that the 
dirty air around us somehow 
escaped into the stratosphere, 


Harris 


and that new air kept coming 
in — much as it does when we 
open a window after a party. 


This, of course, is not true, 


and you would imagine that a 
grown man with a decent 
education would know this as 
a matter of course. What is 
true is that we live in a kind 
of space-ship called the earth, 
and only a limited amount of 
air is forever available to us. 


The "walls" of our space- 


ship are called the "tropos- 
phere," which extends about 
seven miles up. This is all the 
air that is available to us. We 
must use it over and over 
again for infinity, just as if we 
were in a sealed room for the 
lifetime of the earth. 


No "fresh" air comes in, 


and no polluted air escapes. 
Moreover, no dirt or poisons 
are ever "destroyed" — they 
remain in the air, in different 
forms, or settle on the earth 
as "particulates." And the 
more we burn, the more we 
replace good air with bad. 


Once contaminated, this thin 


layer of air surrounding the 


earth c a n n o t be cleansed 
again. We can clean materials, 
we can even clean water, but 
we cannot clean the air. There 
is nowhere else for the dirt 
and poisons to go — we cannot 
open a "window" in the trop- 
osphere and "clear out" the 
stale and noxious atmosphere 
we are creating. 


Perhaps every child in sixth 


grade and above knows this; 
but I doubt that one adult in a 
hundred is aware of this basic 
physical fact. Most of us 
imagine, as I did that winds 
sweep away the gases and 
debris in the air, taking them 
far out into the solar system 
and r e p l a c i n g them with 
"new" air. 


The United States alone is 


discharging some 130 million 
tons of pollutants a year into 
the atmosphere, from facto- 
ries, heating systems, inciner- 
ators, automobiles and air- 
planes, power plants and pub- 
lic buildings. What is frighten- 
ing is not so much the death 
and illness, corrosion and de- 
cay they are responsible for — 
as the fact that this is an 
irreversible process. The air 
will never be cleaner than it is 
now. 


And this is why prevention 


— immediate, drastic and far- 
reaching — is our only hope 
for the future. We cannot undo 
what we have done. We cannot 
restore the atmosphere to the 
purity it had before the Indus- 
trial Revolution. But we can, 
and must, halt the contamina- 
tion before our space-ship suf- 
focates from its own' foul 
discharges.
